according t» the statement of Levy's tricnis,
the parties insisted on entering tho establish
mont and getting buniertiir.g to drink, adding
thai if tho proprietor did not open the door,
they would break it open. Perceiving that
their threats bad uo influence upon Levy,
they prepared to carry them into execution,
and whiisl sumo commenced kicking at the
door, others succeeded in raising tho sash
of one of tne vrioduws, and placed it stick
under it. According to tho statement made
by Levy, he r-xp stulct d with iheui fur sumo
tuue, and begged Ihom to desist, ar the i-arne

time toiling them that he was repared and
determined to protect hitnscil un l Ins bouse.
McAleese thereupon stooped duwn, the windowbeing low, and prepared to enter, and was

thrusting his head in supported by his accompliceswho urged him on, w hen Levy .-ei-iog a

large horse pistol, which was heavily laoen
with halls a*id slug-, and taking deadly aim,
tired. At this time he was nut more th in

fifteen (iet Irum the parties, and it is needlesst> add, the discharge instantly repelled
the assault. McAleese fell upon his laco
mortally wounded, his head Having been
penetrated with three balls or slog*, all
which were immediately above tho forehead,
ami caused most fetrlui looking wounds.
Another of the patty, named Juhn Barron,
received two balls in his left arm, and a

thiid struck him in the ubduuieo. Andrew
fries received a bull in his tight arm .

The others escaped irjury. Shortly after

He was bristly examinedby Justice Means, who committed biui
to jail to await the action of the Court upon
the charge ot shooting MeAiee.-e. Michiel
Clark, Nicti. Wolf, John Damn and Andrew
Hies were arrested, i tiese are charged w lib

aitempting to break into tbc hou-e of Levy,
and wero ail committed to jail by Justice
Means to await tbo action of the Court..

Shortly alter receiving tne wound, 0:tenbousewas ussisted to the ofii.e of Dr. II ixlcy,who rendered all the assistance which
his case demanded.
An examination of the window through

which tbo parties endeavored to effect au enhance,attests the power of the weapon with
which Levy defended himself. Tbo Venetian

window bimds are perforated in eight places,
and some ot the bi lea are near a bait inch
diamtier. The occurrence caused considerableexcitement, particularly in tne neighbor
boud wncie it occurred, and crowds of personsduring the morning assembled at the
police station and at Levy's bouse, anxious
to obtain the most minute particulars ot the

tragic event.
To that class of society in which both

parties moved the occurrence is nut so startlingas it was well known to them that for severalyears past a most bitter feud existed betweentnem, which not likely to be se tied
without tbe shedding of blood. The woodedman was ineeosibD from the time of the
occurrence until half past ttre.ve o'clock yesterdayafternoon when he expired, lie was

visited by bis aged father, and other membersof tbe family, tbe shedding of whose
